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Chinese Shot Dead 
In Settlement 


Third Murder in Sixteen 
Hours Claims Former Bank | 
Employee as Victim 


Shanghai’s third murder in sixteen 
hours took place at 3.37 last night 
when Wang Laung-sih, 37-year old 
former employee of the Bank of 
China, was shot and fatally wounded 
in the head by an unknown gunman 
in Lane 1699 Bubbling Well Road. 
Wang died in the Red Cross Hospital 
at 11.10 last night. 

The dead man had: left his home | 
at House 83. Lane 1699, Bubbling’ 
Well Road, and was proceeding in the 


. a'rection of the street when he was 


uccosted by two men dressed in Chin- 


. ese clothing. One of them was report- 


ed to have whipped out a pistol and 
fired one shot at Wang, wounding 
him in the head. The killer and his 
accomplice then made good their 
escape. 

Wang was formeriy employed by 
the Bank of China in Hongkong. He 
came to Shanghai about a year ago 
but had been unable to find em- 
plcyment. He was engaged in a small 
business dealing in second-hand 
goods and was also reported to have 
been connected with a local gambling 
establishment. Police from Bubbling 
Well Station who are investigating 
the case do not believe that it was 
a political murder. The motive 
behind the killing is thought to be 
revenge.

Unknown Assassin Fires 
Two Shots at Physician 


Dr. Tsang Dao, alias Tsang Hong- 
seng, 29-year old thinese doctor of ! 
medicine, was brutally murdered as 
he stepped out of the home of a 
patient at 160 Route Magniny at 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, by an 
unknown Chinese assassin who made 
his escape on a bicycle immediately 
after the killing. The killer fired 
two shots from a pistol at Dr. Tsang, 
wounding him in the head and in 
the abdomen. He was rushed to Ste. 
Marie’s Hospital by ambulance but 
was pronounced dead upon arrival. 

French Concession police who are 
investigating the murder are of the 
opinion that there was nothing poli- 
tical connected with the _ killing. ; 
Chinese circles are of the belief that i 
it was another case of the “eternal 
triangle” and that the motive for the 
crime was jealousy. The dead man 
is survived by his wife and the affair 
was made more tragic in that she 
is an expectant mother. Dr. Tsang 
and his wife lived at House 8, Lane
